Trial arrives 
for 2 ex-leaders

As state authorities struggle to successfully 
prosecute more than 100 people indicted in the 
aftermath of the 2015 deadly biker clash in Waco, 
the feds are pushing forward here with a racke- 
teering trial of two former leaders of the Bandidos 
for 16 years of alleged criminal conduct.
